593. what time the proceſſe criminall was 
made againft Peter Barriere, who being apprehended 
ypon the intelligence of a Fryer, an honeſt man and 
faichfullvnroche King , confeſſed that he came pur- 
polely vnto the Court to make away the King , and. 
that he had beene incired hereunto by one Yarad? by 
name, a [eſuite , whoſe daily practiſe was to defame 
the King with vile ſpeeches. By the perſwafion of 
this Ieſuite, the fore-ſaid Barriere had prepared a knife 
to doethe fear. About this he firſt ofall asked the ad- 
uiſe of 4#ubry,Curate of S. 4ndrew des arts,co whom 
he madehis purpoſe knowne, and afterwards betooke 
himſelfe vnto Yarade, Retour of the Colledge of Ie- 
ſuites, vpon the fore-ſaid 4#b7yhis aduiſe. Thatthe 
ſaid Parade confirmed him in his refolutionto kill the 
King, and that by aſſuring him, that incaſe heewere 
apprehended and put to - wer , heeſhould obtaine in 
heauena Crowne of Martyrdome.

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Beſides'this, in the Colledge of the ſaid Ieſuites, 
there were found divers theames giuen by the Mai- 
ſters of formes, theargument ofallwhich was an ex- 
hortation zo ſet vpon Tyrants, and to ſuffer death con- 
flanth. 

It wasalſo certified to betrue, thatafter Paris was 
reduced vnder the Kings obedience, the Maiſters of 
the Colledge of leſuites , forbad their Schollers to 
pray for the King. | 

Elſe-where informations haue beene made againſt 
Alexander Hayes, Teſuite, borne in Scotland ,. who 
taught openly that irwas good todiſſemble, and for 
awhile toperforme obediencevnto the King in ſhew. 
He was wont to ſay, Jeſuits eft ommnis homo. This Ie- | 
ſuite was further chargedto haue ſaid,and that often, 
that he wiſhed if the King came along by their Col- 
ledge, he might fall out of the window vpon him,and 
breake his neck. For which cauſe by the ſentence of 
the Court, giuien the 10. of Ianuarie, 1595. the ſaide 
Hayes wascondemned to perpetuall baniſhment; and 
withall hee was wiſhed to keepe himſelte out of the 
Country, vpon paine of being hanged , without any 
other forme ofarraignement.

diſcreetly reſerued and kept with him LeQures and, 


| Treatiſes made by ſome of the faid Sacietie , which 
heereceiued and wrote out with his owne hand inthe 


ſaid Colledge of Cleremont, containing many dam- 

nable inſtruions to attempt againſt Princes, and 
(withall).approbation and commendation of that de- 
teſtable parrjcide,commirted vpon the petſon of our 
King of moſt blgſſed memorie, Henry thethird. Theſe 
are things ſocommon and ſo well knowne, that who 
ſo ſhould faine ought, oradde vnto it, cannothaue 
any hope to belicued ; and he muſtneedes be aceoun- 

ted impudent that ſhould denie them, the wholebo- 

dic of the Courtbeing witneſſes ofthe truth of them. 

Beſides all this, there is no manthat hath not by ex- 

perience found ,.that the Iefuites were neuer other. 
then ſworne enemies vnto our Kings . For during 
theſe laſt troubles , which endeuoured to tranſport 

France into Spaine, there were many ofthe Religt- 

ous perſons found , and that of all Orders , to hane 
taken the Kings part, but there was no one lIeſuire 
found to be for him, vntilſuchtimeas for their crimes 
they were driuen outof the kingdome. 

Ina word, the late King our Prince,who neuer was 
afraide in warre, (yet) was afraide of thele men in 
peace.”

vnder the houſe wherethe King with the States of the _ 
Country were toaſſemble together. And fortheſerhe 
Ieſuite, hn the Hippy, hath writ an Apologie : where- 
inhee confefleth that indeede they knew the intend- 
ment, but that they ought not to reueale ir. It was 
foundalſo chat they had communication (hereon)by 
letters with Baulawin, the Engliſh Ieſuite, who (then) 
lined at Brexels: this Iefuite was taken fince as hee 
paſſed through the Pa/ſoraues Country;and wedoubr 
not butthat if he were bur a little ſtretcht by the fin- 
gers, a man might learne firange miſteries of him _ - 
yea, &that behad ſome intelligence(to) with Francis 

Rauillac, 
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to the Queene Regent. 


Rawillae, who had been in Flanders ſomewhat before : 


his curſed enterpriſe. 
Andif you paſle into Polonie, you ſhall fnde rhaf 

| theleſaites doe abſolutely poſleile the King , and ha- 

ning as it were the Tutorſbip of him, haue carried 


him vnto ſuch violent courſes , that the Country by - 


their meanes is riſen vp againſt him , and he in great 
hazard of his kingdome. Their fachous humour is 
the cauſe that Suedenis loſt from the Crowne of Po- 
land, and from the Catholique Church. For they 


hauemoued theKing of Poland, ro make warre vpon 


Duke Charles (who now {tiles himſelfe King) fo by 
force to compell him to receiue the leſuites. 

Neither is Tranſyluaniafree, Wee haue feenethe 
Letters of the Earon of Zerotin, dated the 2. of May 
laſt, wherein hee declareth how a Lord of the Coun- 
try bhauing a lefuite (with him) in his houſe, was by 
theſame lelirite drawne to conſpire the death ofthe 
Prince of Tranſyluania; who being aduertiſed ofthe 
day (appointed) for the enterpriſe, went forth ofthe 
Townethat day, giuing outthat he wentto hunt, and 
laid an ambuſh withoutrhe Towne, wherein hee ſur- 
priſed the enterpriſers, who followed after himto ex- 
ecutetheirintendmentypon him. Heputthem all to 
death, and the faid Icſutte was executed with the ge- 
nerall ſlaughter of his complices. 

The houſe of Auſtria alone harh this priuiledge, 
(as) tobe freefrom the conſpiracies of this, Societie. 
Of this family the Princes liues are facred andinuio- 
ble vnto theleſuits : for the founder oftheir Order, 
andthe General of their Societie being a:Spaniard,to 
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whom they haue vowed a blinde obedience vnder 
oath, itisnot to be feared in this reſpe&, that euer 
they ſhould be moued roenterpriſe oughtagainftthe 
Kings of Spaine, or againſt{uch as are of his houle. 
And therefore it is not without cauſe , that the 
Common-wealth of Venice, (whoſe wiſedome of go- 
nernment isto be admired) hath driuen them outof 
Venice, andoutofall their dominions : They (well) _ 
perceiue that theſe men are creatures of bloud, and 
fire-brands of warre , whom they can better endure 
without, then within their Country. For their laſt 
troubles had their beginning from the Ieſuites : for 
whereasthe Scnate had difcouered , that the Teſuites 
by cunning fetches had gotten great ſtore of Lega- 
cies by Wull, and made themſclues Lords ofmuch 
land, tothe preiudice of the Commonwealth: It was 
concluded by aduiſc in Councell, to prohibite all 
Clergic men thence forward to receiuz any goods 
 immoueable by teſtament,withoutleaue of the com- 
mon-wealth: whereunto when other of rhe Church 
ſubmitred, the leſuites who oppoſed ir, and wrought 
againſt it atRome, were foreuer baniſhed the State. | 
And for theſe conſiderations it is, thatthe Citie of 
Orleans would neuer receiue them , albeit they haue 
much defired it and laboured ir. They ſent thither one 
of their companie to preach their Lent Sermons ; bur 
the Inhabitants were not very well ſatisfied: for in- 
ſtead of ſtudying, he bufied his braines in ſearching 
out and entertaining ſuch ashad yer in their hearts 
any (remainder ofthe) olde leauen of the League:by 
whoſe entercourſe this Ieſuite ſer the report going, 
= that 
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_ thatthe Kings pleafurewas,they ſhould be eſtablithed 
there. Heretofore their talke was of driuing outthe 
Monkes of S. Sampſon , that they might get their 
Church, and of diſplacing Moxnſieur;the Marſhall of 
Chaſtres, Gouernour of that Cikie, to get nis houſe, 
making reckoning to ioyne it together with the hou- 
ſes inthe way vnto the fore-ſaid Church. And be- 
fides all theſe preparatiues, hauing giuen theKing to 
vnderſtand , that the Citizens of Orleans did excee- 
dingly deſiretheir company , they did ſo importune 


his Maieſtic, that hee grantedthem to haue an houſe- . 


there, yet with this charge that the Citizens ſhould 
be drawne to conſent vnto it. Now when they were 
ſolemnly aſſembled together about this matter, one 
|. amongſt them, Touredle by name, a famous Aduo- 
cate of the Citie, a-man of learning and indgement, 
declared vnto them the inconuentences that might 
befall che Citie if they did admit chem, andby ſtrong. 
| reaſons made it good,'that in Fraxce for 4 nun to loke 
| his King and the leſuites, were things that could not- 
| Stand together. The chiete Officers of Luſtice following 
this firſtcane, andall the Citizens concurring iointly 
in the ſame opinion, itwas concluded, tharthey thould 
- notbereceined. This Citteat othertimes hath drunk 
of the cup of Rebellion, with many others, but ſithens 
their reducing vnder obedience vntothe King, they 
haue at all times declared themſelues moſt faithful ; 
even by their carriage in this laſ.common affliction, 


as they haue declared more gricte then any other, ſo- 


do they make the continuance of their obedience ap- 


peare by almaner of goad works, morethen any other.

Whether it be for the good of the State , that Father 
Cotton fhould be neere about the perſon of the K ing, 
or of the Lucene Revent , ahd whether the leſuites 
are to be ſuffcred. 


RF all the world wonders to ſee after the 
ET; blowthat John Chaſtel gaue with a knife,af- 
E ter the condemning of the Ieſuites , after 
BY thccrecion of the Pyramis for a memori- 
all, yetneuertheleſle a little after (all, this,) theſe Fa- 
thers to beeſtabliſhed againe,andto poſſeſle the heart 
of the King, wheſe mouth they had lic : So is it a 
thing as muchto be wondred at, to fee at this day, 
after ſo horrible a death,thoſe,whe haue ſet abroach- 
the doQtrine of murthering (Princes) and who are 
knowne to haue a finger in the action , to continue 
ſtill, and to be neareabout the perſon of the King. 

I will beleeue that the perſon of Father Coz7o is 
free from this crime , and that Father Gertiey and 
4ubigny had no communication with him, and that 
he had no intelligence with the Tefuites of Bruxelles : 
yet ſuch arehis maners and his profeſſion, that it is 
no way fit, nor for (the)credit (of the Court) for him 
to come ncere about the perſon of his Maieſtie. 

Firſt of all, I affirme that Corton,who cals himſelte 
areligious perſon, yea, of ſuch a Company whotake 

| | vnto 
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vnto them the name of Ieſus , is a fcandall to the 
whole Church , being euery day a follower of the 
Court: forthis isa thing contrary, not onely to the 
Inſticution of all Monkes, bur particularly tothe rules 
of the leſuites, as Father Richeome aflureth vs in his 
Apologeticall complaint: and Cardinall Tolet the 
Icſuite, in his Booke Of the Inflitution of Prieſts, 1, 
Booke, and 4o. Chapter, holds it for a generall truth, 
that 4 rel:gious perſon who betakes himſelfe unto the 
Courts of Princes, is an excommunicate perſon , albeit 
he hath leaue of his Superiour. | 

Secondly,for the imprinting of vertue in the heart 
of a Prince, it is fit toſet about his perſon men that 
are cnemies vnto vices,and ſuch as will not flatterhim 
in his imperfteRions. This was one of the(great)faults 
of Father Co9tfop,cuen his conniuence at the pleaſures 
of the late King, in ſtead of with-drawing him from 
them. Andſuch a Prince was hee, thatif a manan 
_enemie vnto vice, had helde his place about him, 
it had beenceaneaſte matterto. reftraine him. This is 
the complaint that Father Portagais, lately made in 
our hearing, in a funerall Sermon that he preached at 
S. James inthe Shambles, and which afterwards he ſer 
forth in print. 

Yetthisis not all : forin ſtead of reſtrayning him, 
he rather humoured him,afhirming euen art afull Ser- 
mon, that his Maieſtie made amends fbr his ſinnes 
with many merits : that David committed faults, al- 
though he were a manafrer Gods owne heart. 

(Nay,) hedid well worſe then this: forhe was the . 
Meſſenger of the Kings loue , and carried his Loue- 
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letters vnto Ladies: a greatPrince of thiskingdome, 
and whonowliuesin Court, canteſtifie, that (as hee 
told him)(how) he wondred at this, that Father Co7- 
zon ſhould beemployed in bringing a certaine Dam- 
ſell vnto the King: the ſaid Ieſuit anſwered him, that 
indeed it was a {inne, butthat he was rather to regard 
the health of the King , whoſe life was ſo neceſlarie 
ynto the Church, and that this cuill ſhould be recom- 
penced witha greater good. 
And for his life; therein he hath diſcoueredegre- 
gious Hypocriſie. He vaunted (ſometimes) in the 
reſence of ſundry Lords of the Court , who yet are 
juing, that ſince he was two and twenty yearcs of age, 
he neuer committed any mortall finne; and yetne- 
uerthelefe , the Abbor of Boyſe hath iuſtified vnto 
him,and is ready to iuſtifie it , thatſince thatrime ir 
is thataſentence hath paſſed againſt himat Aujgnon, 
for getting a Nun with childe. Mounſieur des Bordes, 
Lord of Grigny,a man that wants no good part, ſaye 
to bea Catholike , hath lying by himat this day Fa- 
ther Cottons (loue) Letters vnto Madamoy/elle de Cla- 
ranſac de Miſme, written with his owne hand : wherein 
after many proteſtations of trieneſhip,he tels her,thar 
he hopes to ſee her ſhortly , to pay her the principall, and 
the arrerages of his abſence : and that the affeftion hee 
beares unto her # ſuch , that ke cannot promiſe himſelfe 
to hane full ioy in Paradiſe if he finde not her there. This 
Pamſell was entred amongſtthe queſtions which this 
Teſuitewas topropoſe vnto the Diuell. 


Yho doth not wonder at the incredibleimpuden< 
cicof this man, who inſinuates himſelfecuery where, 
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and ſhrinkes not backe for an hundred puttings by? 
who thruſts himſelfe into cuery ation , who makes 
himſelfe acompanion to Princes, who in the Medita- 
tions he ſets forth, ſeemes as if heewould flatter God, 
and bring hima ſleepewith words that fauour of his 
Queane? Whartan heart-burning wouldir beto ſee a 
caitife [eſuite befiege the ſpirit ofa King, and to.be 
as a man may ſay , tyed to his girdle, while in the 
meanetime, Princes and Lords who haue done him 
great ſcruice, haue much a doe to come neere him? 
I cannot conceiue any reaſon why other of the Cler- 
te who for many ages haue beene the pillars of the 
| Church of Fraunce, whoneuer laide hand ontheir 
Kings , and who neuer abandoned them in their af- 
flictions , eſpecially inthe (timeof our) laſt troubles, 
ſhould not enioy the ſamefauourthat theſe new come . 
vpſtarts,who arenotſubieRto any Biſhop, but imme- 
diately depending of their Spaniſh Generall, and of 
rheir Conſiſtorie : and who haue been already driuen 
forth, for the crime of parricide? Haue not other Re- 
ligious Orders better deferued to be Confefſors vnto 
the King, or Preachers vntothe Queene; whoſe Con- 
feſſions theſe men will write into Spaine,to ſome Pro- 
uinciall of Caſtile,or to their Generall at Rome ? 
Andif inſeauen or cightyeares, fince their reuo- 
cation, they haue beſtird themſelues ſowell, thatin 
diuers parts of Fraunce, they hane gotten aboue an 
hundred thouſand crownes of rent,and builtin diuers 
places,eſpecially at / Fle/che, an houſe, that comes to 
abone an hundred thouſand crowns,what wil they do 
if they continue but twenty years more? This is acan- 
ker that ſtil gets ground. They cannot be ina placebut 
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they muſt dominiereto: they haue already built an 
houſe fornouicesinthe Suburbs of Saint Germares,a 
pretic towne might ftand within the precinQs of it : 
andtherethe ReQor of the Vniuerſitie ſhall haue no- 
thing to do,but to looke 0n;and from thence are they 
liketo draw allthe youth, as being moreſubtile then 
others to inſinuate into mens houles,topleaſe women 
giuen tadeuotion,to flattertheir children,to take nei- 
ther for waſhing nor candles of their ſchollers,ſothey 
may ſwallow lands, and whole inheritances: whence it 
will come topaſic,thatthe Vniuerfitie of Paris,ſhal be 
but a ſhadow, and afluredly come to nothing. From 
hence in tenne yeares ſpace,the Priuic Councell, and 
Courts of Parliament,and che great Councell, ſhalbe 
full of the Diſciples of the Ieſuires, and the reſt of the 
Clergic ſhalno morebe madEreckoning of : forthey 
hauea purpoſe to bringthem lower, and they ſpeake 
contemptuouſly ofthem, as of ignorant perſons: and 
yetI have heard of many thatare learned, and parti- 
cularly of Meunſiexr,theCardinalof Perron,thatthem 
ſelues are ignorant perſons,& that they wilouerthrow 
learning, For the reſtoring whereof,my Lord the ſaid 
Cardinall hath apurpoſe to ere a new Colledge in 
the Vniuerſitie, where hewill raiſe (the ſtudy of good) 
| lett&s, whicharefalne, ſith theſe men haue ſoyled 
them, by reducing them vnto a miſerable kinde of 
Scholleriſme, and making themto conſiſt of ſlender 
obſcruations whichthemſclues haue gathered. 

(Yet) this were but a ſmallmatter, were it not that 
by bringing vp Schollers, and making men learned, 
they — graſpethe State,and goe about to bring 
Kings vndet a Tutorſhip , and ſtirre vp people vnto 
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ſedition, and if they were as ready to riſe,as theſe are 
buſie toſolicite them, Franceby this had runneouer 
with bloud, andthe death of theKing had beene fol- 
lowed with maſſacres beth of the one andofthe other 
Religion: for this was their hope in this curſed parri- 
cide:from which if this blow cannor keepe them from. 
falling, they will cafily finde the meanes to renew 
their party. | 

In the meane while let my Lords ofthe Councell, 
and my Maiſters of the Courts of Parliaments, indge 
whether with a good Conſcience they canpermitthe 
hearing of confeſſions vnto them , who haue ſworne 
toreucale nothing,though it neceflarily concerne the 
preſeruation ofthe King : and whether irbenot fitto 
force them from ſo damnablea doarine, that makes 
them culpable of high treaſon. Towhatpurpoſeſerues 
itto burn a book by the executioner,whilethe(perſons 
themſelues)are ſuffered? and to execute a piece of pa- 
per, while in the meane time aman dares not name 
the Ieſuits,for feare to offend ther?Letrhem conſider 
whether they will be glad toſee the ruine of the Vni- 
uerſiticof Paris ; which euer ſince Charles the great, 
hath beene the Ornament of this Kingdome : or whe- 
ther in ſuffering the encreaſe of theſe, and their eſta- 
bliſhment in the Court, they can be content to hold 
the Kings faithfull Catholiques in defiance,and in ex-- 
peRation to behold yeta third parricide. Let them- 
be forbidden toentermeddle in affaires of State: ler 
them preach the Goſpell, and the Commandements: 
of the Church : let-Parents be bound to ſend their 
Children vnto Colledges in the Vniuerſitie : letthere 
not be two diſtin Vniuerſities: letenquirie be _ 
what: 
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what the Icſuites dogwith alltheir wealth, ſeeing it is 
wel knownethey are butfew in number,and thatthey 
do not ſpend it neither vpon apparrell, noron horſes, 
norvpon ſeruants. To what end then ſerues all their 
reuenewes, ſauc to make voyages, and Commiſſions 
for ſtrange Countries, andto make a ſtore-houſethatr 
may ſerue to wagethe enemies of the State, and con- 
tributeto the charges of ſome Rebellion, as they did 
inthe laſt league? For I finde the Polander had rea- 
ſon,when he 1aid that the Societie of the Icſuites was 
a {word, whoſe ſcabberd was in France, butthe han- 
dle of it in Spaine, orat Rome, where the Generall of 
the Ieſuites abides; for the firſt motion to draw this 
ſword comes from thence. | 

This is it we had toſay on this matter, whereunto

to a Martyrdome pleaſing to God,is by vs heldto be 
a peftilent deuiſe,neuer ſcene nor read in the records 
of Antiquitie ; nor as much as knowneto the ancicnt 
Pagans or Chriſtians. Among the Muhumetanes only, 
one named, the old man of Montagne, is foundto haue 
vicd this tricke, bur the reft of that SeR cruſhedit in 
the cgge, and neuer ſince put it in practice, howbeir 
their malice _ Chriſtian Princes beno way aba- 
xcd : Onely about fixty yeares agoc, this poyſon 
ſpread it ſelfe inthe vaines of Chriſtendomec,and be- 
ganto beputinexecutionin Englandand in France; 
we ſay in England, in as much as in regard of ciuill 
and temporall obedience due to Kings, and forthe 
fafegard oftheir liues ;all Chriſtian Princes, though 
Pagans, Heretiques,Idolaters, Infidels, excommuni-. 
cates, Apoſtates,are notwithſtanding vntovs ,holy & 
facred,as the Apoſtles teach,and theprimitiue Chri- 
ſtian Chureh,and the examples of Saints,now in hea- 
uen,ſometime NG Bifhops of France.
